Dematy Mayor CHU Kuang (/€ %, ), who was the first municipal official to 
reach Canton, named his own followers to city offices. Conflicts arose when 
YER, in his official capacity, revlaced CHU's annointees with his GW" men. 
Other grouvs also striving for supremacy are those headed by Denuty Mayor LI 
Chang=ta (4 x¢ ), a non-Comrunist, of the Democratic League, and General

2. Until the formal establishment of the Kwangtung Military Control Commission, 
Comrmnist authorities in anton occupied temvorary offices in the residence 
of former Nationalist General HUANG Ttao (ay 247 ). After the Council was 
formed, they took over the offices formerly used by the Executive Yuan and 
the municinsl government. Canton Mayor YEH Chien-ying, who had been living 
at the Of Kuan Hotel, moved into the Tungshan residence of HSUTH Yueh, former 
Nationalist governor of Kwangtung. Devuty Mayor LI Chang-ta took over th 
Mei Hua Tstun (#4 7h. #4 ) residence of Nationalist Mayor LI Yang-ching (4 
J24K.). Other personnel are billeted at the Fast Asia Bank Building, the 
New Aala Hotel, andi st the New China Hotel. 


36 The Military Control Commission has a civilian staff of more than a thousand 
persons. Mest of its middle and lower ranking members are gratuates of the 
WueHan (Wuchang-Hankow) Military and Political Cadre Training School. The 
civilian as well as the military members of the Council wear an armband of 
white cotton with red characters: '# g rT . All mblic servants renort to 
their offices at seven a.m. for instruction on ‘he New Democracy. Working 
hours, from nine a.m. to five D.m., include comoulsory atteniance at small 
discussion grouns, and there is a singing and dancing meeting after office 
hours. Nationalist staff merfsers in all agencies were removed from nayrol\s 
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by the Communist authorities. All income from vost offices, tater and uover 
sarvicee, state-managed factories, banks, and railroads is controlled by the 


Communi ats. 


On 10 Octoder about a thousand members of the Southward Advance Work Unit, 
left Kanchow (Kan Hsien, 114-54, 25+52) for Canton via Chuchiang (113-33, 
2h-55). On 15 October the Military and Po*itical University of the Commu- 
nist 2nd Field Army also moved from Kanchow to Canton. The university is 
directed by CH'EN Keng. The Second Field Arry enrolled 1,500 students in 
the fourth branch of the Military and Political University. After a one= 
month training course, which began 27 November, these students will be sent 
to Kunming to act as administrative cadre for the Communist occupying forces. 


The Southern University, under Com-unist auspices, has been estrblished in 
the former vresidential headquorters in Canton. On 2 December 1% began en~ 
rollment of a student bo‘ly limited to 3,500. The six-months course includes 
required classes in theory of Marxism and Leninsim, philesophy of MAO PTse~ 
tung, theory of the New Democracy, history of the Chinese Communist Party. 
and policies of the Chinese Communist Party. YEH Chien-ying is vresident 
of the university. 


The air department of the Kwangtung Military Control Commission hrs en- 
listed three hundred new employees for varioug sections of military and 
civil aviation units. Recruiting is aleo carried on in Hong Kong and an 
agency is planned there to enlist former CNAC and CATC personnel.
